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On litis tiny one hundred ami 
Hovcnty nine years ago our fnlneri 
J antes McGill, the founder of litis 
university which bears his mime, 
was born in the city ol Glasgow, 
only ihr mcanrcsl «bout the 
life of James McGill are avail- 
able, lull such as they are lliry de- 
serve to be the common Knowl- 
edge of all those who arc receiving 
of GlnsgoW at the early age i>( 
many years latcr.nwl il will be 
well to recount here something 
of the life of I he man to whom 
this college owes its being. 

Juntes McGill received an ele- 
mentary education in his native 
city, and entered the University 
of Glasgow at early nge of twelve, 
as was the custom of those days. 
One of the first pieces of docu- 
mentary evidence bearing upon 
his life which has remained to us 
is the entry in the Matriculation 
Album of Glasgow University 
"1 75n, Jacobus McG«U. filius rinlu 
niaximus Jacobi mcrcatoris Gla«- 
guensis. 
which reads: 

Upon the completion of his 
education. James McGill, like so 
many of his adventurous compa- 
triots set out to win fame and for- 
tune in the fair new lands beyond 
the western rim of the horizon. 
He remained for some time in the 
American colonics, but before 
the Revolution he, in company 
with a younger brother came north 
to Canada, and by 1775 -was 
prosperously established in busi- 
ness in Montreal, becoming con- 
nected with the famous fur-trad- 
ing North-West Company. It was 
not long before he came to be 



regarded an "lie of ,lhe lending 
citizens, find was chosen for many 
responsible civic positions. 

In 1770 he married n French 
Roman Catholic lady ihe widow 
of a French Canadian gentleman, 
the ceremony being performed l>y 
the rector of the Protesta nl Par- 
ish ol Montreal and Chaplain of 
the Garrison. . Riirnsidc Manor 
and ihe Rninside cstiitc of forly- 
six acres was acquired by James 
McGill soon idler his arrival in 
Montreal, and il was here thai 
he lived for the remainder of his 
life. There is a reminiscence of 
the name in the present day street 
called Burnsidc Place, but ihr. 
lillle "burn" thai used to babble 
through 1 the fields and country 
lanes has long since disappeared. 

James McGill's pleasing per- 
sonality, his success and business 
capability, .and his "frank and 
social tempérament' which noted 
by many contemporaries contri 
billed greatly to- the -esteem and 
respect in which he was held by 
his fellow citizens. Me has been 
described as being "tall and com- 
manding, handsome in youth, and 
becoming somewhat corpulent in 
his old age." We learn that he 
was "much given to reading" in 
his leisure time, nnd a friend 
has described his singing an old 
chanson of the voyageurs, with 
.sonorous voice, "and imitating, 
paddle in hand, in time with the 
music ,thc action of the bowman 
of a canoe ascending a rapid." 

After the Constitutional Act of 
1791 it was but natural that so 
prominent a citizen should enter

One of I lie firsl pieces of 
a prominent pari in the Mililia 
Organization, Although too oltl 
for active service he was pro 
moled hi the rank of Brigadier 
General. 

Interested as he was in public 
affairs, James McGill had an un- 
bounded enthusiasm fo education 
and its advancement in the 
young country of his adoptioi 
and on March ttth, 181 I, he made 
hin will. He bequeathed lo the 
Royal Institution for the Advan- 
cement of Learning, in trust, the 
sum of ten thousand pounds, and 
his Hurnsidc Estate together with 
dwelling houses and other build- 
ings, for the erection and endow- 
ment of a university, on the sole 
condition that the university . be 
established within ten years of 
his death, and that one of the 
colleges comprised in the univcr 
sity be called "McGill College." 

After an active useful life of 
service to the community, and 
having made provisions to leave 
behind him a memorial to bene- 
fit posterity, James McGill died 
in Montreal on December 1 9th 
1613, .at th age of sixty-nine. 
Eight years later the college 
which he had endowed, opened 
its doors from which thousands 
of men and women have gone 
bearing the name of McGill with 
honour to every section of the

A FOUNDER'S DAY ISSUE. 



In this issue of October the sixth, nineteen hundred nnd twen- 
ty three, we, the editors of this paper, have departed somewhat 
from the well beaten and well known path down which wc walk 
êmy by day. But there is no sound reason for our straying front the 
, accustomed track and though we have not ventured far, wc have 
ventured with a purpose. 

On October 6th, 1 744, there was born into the McGill family 
c| «Glasgow, a son, who was to be known through life by the name 
of James. Although the event was regarded naturally enough, as 
one of prime importance by the parents, it is very doubtful if the. 
arrival of the infant created any widespread interest throughout 
the known world, his native land, or even the immediate community)- 
But no one must be blamed for this. There was no great prophet 
of the time, who with far seeing eye could reveal the future, nnd 
little did the neighbours guess that the name of McGill was to he- 
known in ^very portion of the globe, and that the young

no longer the Hpoctnl perogatlvo of 
an' oXCÙmlvo China.

Sir Arthur wan particularly eloquent 
when he mild that .fan ion McCllll Hlruvti 
to "provide a great table oui forth with 
the riches of the learning of niuiikli-O, 
to which young men and women of 
every china and croed and race might 
como if they would, and parla leu and 
also contribute." 

The liuàlncsa of education, ho iimicrl- 
,ed, waa not to produce financial 
wizards but to graduate men of charac- 
ter and humanity. "Education can- 
not be measured by counting hcadH or 
himutimt- about numbers, but by the 
power It developH. We must remem- 
ber that we have avoraRO students and 
jjliitlcnis of promlao. Wo muai dj our 
best for both. 

''A liberal education means," he con- 
tinued, "the bringing into Uvea of (ho 
Influences which expand (ho soul, 
loberallzo the mind and dignify char- 
acter. Education then In a moral as 
well as an educational process." 

The responsibility of parents, said 
the Principal, was too often shirked or 
Ir.nored. It wail very wrong for u 
parent to send his son to college merely 
to take bis place on the athletic field 
or Join an exclusive fraternity. Never- 
theless these two activities wore in 
themselves creditable. 

The student, Sir Arthur declared, 
was an "etornhl problem" but " ho Is 
at heart a clean vigorous animal, 
Ciiger to know what are the solid sa lib- 
factions of life, eager to be n man." 

Towards the end of his address the 
Principal said that tho right to llyo 
was attained only by useful work, 
quoting the words of Dr. Johnson'. 
"Remember that all great spirits have 
Veen superior to their defects. V'ark- 
I men with hla blindness. Pasteur with

Professor IfnilgluK, the Pnn of 
the resilience, is more conciliatory, lie 
pointed oui the reasons which underlie 
the attitude of the Provost. Ilazinc 
as nn Institution he said had never 
assumed the proportions at Trinity 
which It possessed In other colleges 
and facilities of the University, ffe 
could not remember an instance !n all 
the years that, he had been an under- 
graduate and Professor there when a 
student had hceu man-handled. The 
regulation against hazing which was 
passed about the ye.tr MOI was merely 
a. precaution n gainst the possibility ol 
any future trouble. Every .student 
when he enters the college, is re- 
quested to refrain absolutely from 
what Is defined as — "interference with 
the personal liberty of a student of 
any kind whatsoever." 

"Our model is the Knglish system, 
Hazing is an American creation and 
Is not found In the better class of 
colleges In the U. S. Tt Is usually a 
product of the State College of the 
Middle West. The Increase of num. 
hers in the U. of 'I". makes ; t In- 
creasingly hard for a small college to 
retain its Individuality; It Is swamped 
by numbers. The tendency of to-day 
Is to follow Hie American system 
which had as its aim a uniformity 
even In degrees. Wo are trying here 
In Toronto to maintain one college on 
Kngllsh lines. The Oxford and Oam- 
hridgn system has proved Its worth 
In Hngland and Hie roll of Trinity 
graduates shows that It has been as 
successful In this country. I! Is to 
prevent Ihe Américanisation of our 
college that we discourage the.se at- 
tempts to graft upon our slock such 
modern and unhealthy shoots." 

"We think them harmful Intcnuso 
they destroy Individuality.

MORE FROM EDISON 

Thomas A. Edison's assertion that 
moving pictures will .•enlace, text book.s 
entirely within the next twenty years 
deserves to be placed on the same 
category as other of his statements 
which purport to solve weighty prob- 
lems in fields foreign to his own. 

.Hotion pictures have been a great 
help in teaching certain subjects, and 
may reasonably be exploited, further; 
but just, doubt attaches to their sup- 
eriority in every branch of learning. 
The use of stereoptienn views in many 
courses is quite extensive now, their 
chief value resting in their effective- 
ness as illustrations to the text. ..Bnc 
to aver that moving pictures can', en- 
tirely supplant the written is absurd. 

Unquestionably students would find 
attending "movie" classes much less*- 
fatiguing and possibly more interest- 
ing providing their work consisted 
solely of viewing the pictures. It is 
still more like!;- that, at the time, they 
would be more impressed with the aub^ 
ject matter. 

But the case does not rest here. 
Psychologists and educators have long 
recognized that the harder a student 
strives to accumulate knowledge the 
more serviceable he is apt to find 
it. Wore text books and motion pic- 
tures on a par in effectiveness, it is 
still open to debate whether the di- 
minution of ment:!.! labor would be 
conductive to the beat intellectual re- 
sults.
